stage. Sir. Langtry informed ber that 
if she did so he would never live with 
her again under any circumstances. 
The rupture which then occurred was 
injeajity final.i She- dedlared openly 
that the only man she ever cared for 
was Sir George Chetw^'iul; that she did 
not care a snap of Iter finger whether 
Langtry lived with her or not, and 
endeil by running oil' to the continent 
witlj Chetwyud, , where they traveled 
under an assumed naine.. 

Now, for a man and woinan: as well 
known as they were to atterhpt'to con- 
ceal .their identity .was, an absurdity. 
They were quickly recognized, and so- 
ciety in London know of their escapade 
in less than a Week. Naturally, when 
they returned to London the .doors of 
society were closed, and for this reason, 
and not because she went on the stage. 
It waH Mrs. Pacot, the daughter of 
Mra. Parau Stevens, who, knowint; 
these fac'R, .«aw to it that Mrs. Lang- 
try's introductions were ignored and 
that she was not received in society in 
New York. At this time Mr. and Mrs 
Langtry separated. His reason for not 
])rocuring a divorce at the time is said 
to be, not that he ever intended to live 
with her aijRin, Init that under the laws 
of Jersey, which was ceded by France 
to Eugluiid ou certain peculiar condi- 
tions (the best known one of which is 
that it remains a free port of entry), no 
such thing as a divorce is gran'ted. 

At any rate, it was Mrs. Laugtr\ 
who proposed to" pay to Mr. Langtry, a 
|)ortion of her earnings on the stage, 
not as a salary '-'not to molest her," 
l>ut for the purpose of paying back, in 
part at least, the fortune she bad 
squandered. After cousulting his 
frii'nds, Langtry agreed to permit her 
to do this. The agreement, however, 
has never been carried out in the way 
it was intended to have been perform- 
ed. Mrs. Langtry then went on the 
stage, and her career since then is well 
known, but these facts will cast a light 
on some subsequent occurrences which 
at the time seemed mysterious. 

The recent row in London betwetn 
Lords Lonsdale and Chetwynd is thus 
explained. Lonsdale was infatuated 
with the woman,, who, as has been said 
cares for no one but Chetwynd, and it 
was in a fit of jealous rage, occasioned 
by some slight, real or fancied, put 
upon him by the fair Lily in order to 
show her preference for Chetwynd, that 
he attacked his former friend when 
they were both riding in Hyde Park. 
Mr. Freddie Gebhardt's attentions. too, 
have been tolerated only faute do meil- 
leur, notwithstanding the famous $24,- 
000 diamond bracelet and other pro- 
8(;nts he had lavished upon her. Upon 
his return to London by the Etruria 
recently, however, he advertised the 
fact that it was to see Mrs, Langtry 
by placing openly on the ])ur-jer'.s table 
when in Queenstown a long despatch to 
Mrs. Langtry at Manchester, announc- 
ing his arrival, and asking her to se- 
cure for bim rooms at the same hotel 
where she was stopping. 

As it is understood, however, that 
it is ^t Sir Cjeorge C|ietwyud'8 request 
that ^Ifs. Langtry liap gi^pn up her 
projected tom* and yemaiiis in Eug- 
land, it is nqt unlikely that Mr. Geb- 
ha(-dt will BOQp reti^rn tq this city.

TEE DRYDOGK. 



Unless speedy and effectual means are 
adopted to insure the enlargement of tl:u 
drydock now in course of construction at 
Esquimau, it is to be feared that its elli - 
oiency will bo niarrud, if not destroyed. 
When the plana worn prepared sotno 
.■eleven or twelve years ayu the minds of 
marine architects had scarcely begun to 
Kiaap the idea that th-> carrying ship of 
the future — the vesael that would convoy 
cargoes speedily, safelj and profitably 
would be of larger dimeiiaiona than any 
ship then afioat, with the exception of 
that Bea-monBtrosily and huge inLstake, 
the Great Eastern. In the years that 
have aped since 187U merchant ships have 
been ooustantly increased in dimensions 
until steamers that measure from 475 to 
000 feet are becoming as common as the 
smaller class of 3iii[)3 eleven years ago. 
It ia safe to say tliat there is no 

" firat-clasa steamship now crossing the 
Atlantic that could bo accommodated in 
the Esquimau dock which only measures, 
over all, 430 feet. If the atruoture was 
designed for docking men-of-war only 
jt is probable that its dimonsiona would bo 
ample as the present type of war-ships is 
much shorter than the merchant ehips; 
but if the dock is to prove profital)le— if 
it ia to pay interest on the money expend- 
ed in its construction, to say nothing of 
the cost "f maintaining; and working, it 
must bo long enough and broad enough to 
take in any vessel that ia likely to resort 
to these waters. Neitlier of the ateamen 
now running between San Francisco and 
Ohinaco.iild, be docked at Esquimalt, and 
it is 'cerlain' that the class of steamers that 
will ply between British Columbia and the 
Orient will ba at least as long as those 
running from San l^'rancisco. Suppose 
one of the B. C. China steamers should 
require docking, where would she 

• go '< To Mare island or Sun Fran- 
ciaoo at each cf which place thoro 
ia a dock 550 feet in length. This is not 
tt very pleanant outlook for the Imperial 
and Dominion governments to contem- 
plate. They have taken over the Esqui 
nialt dock, and are completing it in the 
full expectation and assurance that it will 
at; least pay interest and working ex- 
petises. We unliesitatingly assert, on the 
authority of practical «nd experienced 
meii, that if the dock should be com- 
pleted on its present lines it will never pay . 
On the contrary, it will bo an expunsivb 
toy and incumbranco, and of little value 
or advantage to this seotion of the prov- 
ince, because another and larger dock will 
have to be built elsewliere! Wo have no 
desire to create unneces:(ary alarm; but 
the facts have becnmo too evident to be 
longer cloaked. Wo repeat u'ith ernpha- 
sisj that if the Esquimalt dock should bo 
completed in accordance with present 
plans it will be -pointed at as long as it 
stands as a monumental evidence of eu- 
fifineering incapacity and financial' blun- 
dering. ■ 

"PAREm"S" CHARGE, 

Mr. Offerhuus' note in yesterday's 
Colonint scarcely dispn.ics of the charge 
which "Parent" preferred against one uf 
the high school teachers (popularly sup- 
posed to be Mr. OfTerhaus) through an 
evening paper. Although as a rule it is 
beat to ignore the accusations of anony- 
mous writers; yet there are situations 
'and oireumataucea when even anonymous 
letters^are useful in drawing attention to 
and correcting abuses. We do not wish 
to be understood as saying that v.e believe 
Mr. Otferhaus has spoken to the young 
men and women under hia care slightingly 
of religion or religious teachers On the 
contrary, we are of opinion that he has 
been miaunderatoud- or misrepresented. 
But Mr. Offerhaua owes it to himself 
and hia high reputation as a scholar and 
teacher to demand an instant investiga- 
tion. '"Parent" should have an opportu- 
nity afforded, him cf coming forward in 
propria persmioi to prove that Mr. Ol- 
ferhaua said to his class: "For a person 
to pbject' tp. going to a theatre on Sunday 
is silly in the extreme; because if you go 
to a theatrij you will learn something; 
but you may go tu church al! your life 
and learn nothing." There can be no 
hesitation in saying that if the above ia a 
correct quotation Mr. Offerhaus is unfit 
to teach the children of parents who be- 
lieve in an hereafter.

The 
reply of the majority is that the Inune cir- 
c'.e,' the' Sunday school and the church 
are the places where religious principles 
should ' be inculcated, and that religion 
ahoiild form no part of a system of edu- 
cation that ia supported by the state. 
With this latter view we are in accord, 
and for that reason protest against it be- 
ing allowed to. go abroad that a teacher 
in the high or any other school has used 
language of an atlieislio or infidelistic na- 
ture to his scholars, with the object of 
shaking their faith in their home and 
church teachings without being held to

SERVIA. 

Bgiorade, Nov. 6. — Queen Natalie, of 
Servia, hearing of the arrest of the six 
conspirators yesterday has gone at once 
to Nissi so as to be with her husband, 
King Milan, in tha event of serious in- 
ternal trouble arising through the machi- 
nations of the intriguers. There is rea- 
son to believe that the conspiracy is the 
outcome ot the revolutionary programme 
recently planned by the Pan-Sclavist com- 
mittee in Kounielia. According to this a 
revolution was to liuvo ti'iken place in 
Roumelia next year. It w.i.s to have been 
preceded by a street or pahu'o revolution 
in Sofia, which would have overthrown 
Prince Alexander in favor of Prince 
Nicholas, of Montenegro, or of the lat- 
ter's son-in-law, Piatcr Korageorgrvie/,. 
The outbreak at Sofia would have been 
the signal for another in Servia, and King 
Milan having been swept from the throne 
a Pan-Sclaviat cry would beraised^or the 
union of Bulgaria, Eastern Roumelia, 
Old Servia and Macedonia under one 
acoptio — that o'f Pater Korageorirovie/, 
The I'an-Sclavist intrigue.-', however, 
made a mistake and took Karvelol!', the 
Bulgarian prime minister, into their con- 
fidence, A'olying on the old sentiments of 
animosity which he used to cherish to- 
ward Prince Alexander while ho was in 
exile. Karvolofi', sinoi' lie has licon in 
ollioo, has become very friendly with the 
prince, and whether out of sincere do- 
devotion towards the latter or because he 
saw a way to make a great career for him- 
self, he not only revealed the conspiracy 
to the prince but pursuadcd the leading 
conspirators to precipitate the movement 
and oxocuto it in favor of I'rince Alexan- 
der. It is said the Pan-Sclavist com- 
mittee had the backing of Russia in the 
original scheme.

Pakis, Nov. 6. — General Da Oourcy, 

commander of the French troops in Ton- 
quin, telegraphs the campaign has been

ENOLAND. 
LoNiiON, Nov. 0. — It is announced that [ 
the managers of the pool cable companies 
will meet on Tuesday uext. They will 
probably restore the two shilling a word 
rate.

His phy- 
sician forbids him to speak for more than 
fifteen minutes at a time. The threat- 
ened break down of Gladstone's health is 
depressing the liberals.

It was the first in- 
tention to lay all but one-half a mile to- 
day and Snish it up to-morrow morning 
with duo ceremony; but later orders re- 
ceived from Farwell, whore Mr. Van 
Horne and party wore stopping, wore to 
hurry up track-laying so that the last 
spike might be driven to-night.

and they put on increased eU'orts on the 
homo streteh under tho direction of Asst.- 
Supt. iirotliora and Head Track-layer J. 
Sullivan. The progress of tho work was 
watched by quite a number of people and 
it was a most interesting sight to view the 
systematic and expeditious way that tho 
men moved aboLit the work, their move- 
ments being like clockwork. First, trucks 
would be drawn quickly down, by horses, 
loaded with thirty rails and sufUcient 
spikes, bolts and fish-plates. At the end 
of the track ganga of men on eiLhar aides 
would grasp the rails, run thoni forward 
on rollers, and with a precision brought 
about by practice drop them in their exact 
place. The rail at the further end would 
bo gauged to its proper width and the 
truck movod forward to repeat the opera- 
tion. Tho men with fish-plates would 
first bolt up the rails and then the spikers 
would follow in gangs of three and drive 
the first spikes, followed by others until 
the rails were spiked atid bolted on the 
ties, ready for tho train. Another gang 
was busy loading the rails on tho trucks 
or unloading the iron band from the flat 
cars, which wore run down every once in 
a while as the last supply was sent dcwn 
to the front in the trucks. The progress 
made was remarkably quick and aston- 
ished thci novice. At 3:20 the rails had

OF JOHN iilCKS. 

The luauest Further Adjourned 

Tho enquiry into tho death of John' 
Hicks was resumed at the city hall yester- 
day morning before the coroner, Mr. Ed- 
win Johnson. 

Tho tirst witness called was 
Charles Braand, who, upon being sworn, 
stated that he knew the deceased; first 
became acquainted with him in the latter 
part of January, 188 1; was quite intimate 
with him; he left heie for England about 
the latter part of September last year, nnd 
returned in the beginning of March, 1885; 
do not know anything abtmt what money 
he had at any time; waa id- his company 
the evening on which he was shot; it waa 
at my request that ho came down that 
evening; saw him at 10 o'clock in the 
morning; he canio into tho store and ask- 
ed me to change a §20 gold piece, and 1 
did so; did not see any other money 
there — but saw his purse, a long leather 
sack; ho waa folding it up when I saw it; 
could not say whether there was money in 
it or not; ho put it in one of the front 
pockets in his pants. [Purse produced; 
witness did not think it waa the one ho 
saw, nor the one showed him by Mr. Mof- 
fattj. At 8'oclock in the evening he wont, 
at my request, to the skating rink; when 
he came in he said he was sorry, but he 
he must go across tho bay again, as ho 
wanted to see Mr. Spencer, at tho Oiieii- 
tal Hotiil; I walked with him from tho 
rink to Government street, and he at once 
took a hack tind drove across tlio hay; he 
came back to the rink at 'JO minutes to 
nine; I asked h«ni tho time and ho pulled 
out his watcli and told mo; it was a small 
silver v,-atch with a blask face, [Watohehain 
prodncud and identified by the witness; 
wo left the rink at ton minutes to nine ; 
wo had some conversation, then went to 
the t)coidental, and I wished him good 
night outside; did not s5e him again; he 
appearea to he in his usual good health 
and spirits; only had two drinks witli him 
during tho evening; never saw him in a 
depressed condition; never talked about 
his money to me nor about his plans. 

To Mr. Bloomfield — Do not know 
where he put tho change I gave him; the 
day previously he bought a large second- 
hand packing case; ho spent fifty eenis 
whilo in my coiii[)any that day; 1 made 
him a present the day before ho was shot ; 
it was sent to his wife; could not say 
whether the watch was open face or not; 
never saw the [lurae before. 

To Mr. Yates — Was very intimate with 
him personally; ahvays found him to ho 
an honorable, truthful man, punctual and 
methodical in hi.i habits. 

W. C. V\'ard, maiiiiger of Hank of 
British Columbia, aworn — Did not know 
the deceased; know there was a postal 
order cashed a short lime ago in favor of 
John Micka; the amount was about §26; 
it was cashed at the bank; it waa either 
one or two days before his death. 

To Mr. BlooniSeld — It would bo almost 
impossible to got a quantity of notes of, 
the Bank of British Columbia in London. 

To the Coroner — Tho purse produced 
might hold §200 in gold and SISOO or 
$1COO in notes, but it would be vary full; 
it would be very uncomfortable to carry 
in a hip pocket. 

To Mr. Yates — There are a number of 
money changers in London, but I do not 
think there could bo §25 of Bank of 
British Columbia bills got fr mi them; 
money changers buy foreign notes anil 
they send to realize upon them as -i rule. 

Supt. Bloomfiold, sv.'iirn — Waa present 
on the 'JOth of l:ibt month at the hiiiuo of 
i\lr. MolFatt, James B.vy, where .Jnhn 
Hicks, the deceased, made liia deposition 
under oath; ha. was in bed from the eftWcts 
of a bullet wound; was sensible and gave 
his evidence in answer to (|uestion8; hu 
m;ide fiis will on tho occasion; the di'pnsi- 
tion .itates that tho deceased got the notes 
in England; nm positive ho stated he g )t 
them in London. 

To Mr. Yates — I have formed an 
opinion on the case. 

To a juror — Mr. Moffatt showed me a 
necktie on the night of the shooting; it 
did not seem to be stained or torn; there 
was nn pin in it. 

Witnest continuing — Spoke to Bieks 
afterwards; said he had §1800; no person 
knew he had it; had not takea it out of 
the bank . 

To Mr. Yates — The steamers were 
watched and still are Tho Boscowilz waa 
searched that moniioir 

To the coroner — I think tho pistol u of 
English manufacture, and tho cartridges 
of American, American ammunition k 
smaller than English; this would account 
for four of the cartridge shell being split. 

DEPOSITION OF JOHN HICK,S. 

I shot last evening- somewhere be- 
tween nine and ten in the street running 
from the harbor past this house (i\Ir. H. 
Moffatt's.) I only remember the features 
of one of the men who did it. I was corn- 
ing from the town to Mr. Mofl'att'a house, 
walking in the niiddto ef the etreet, when 
I saw two raep coming across my path on 
the cross street. I was a little in ad- 
vance of them. They were walking to- 
gether. Tho first thing I romeinber was 
my hat 'vas blmvn oil niy head by, I sup- 
pose, a bullet, because I hoard a ri^port of 
tirearnia. The men 'Aero then behind 
me, I cannot say how near — n-y ten 
yards. I turned round and one of lIuhii 
seized mo by the throat and nacktie He 
drew the necktie tight, nearly clioking 
mo, so that I could not speak distiiiolly, 
and the other or both together thre\s- mo. 
One of them then commenced to ritlo my 
pockets. I said, "for God's sake spare 
my life," but he still went on turning my 
pockets insido out while the othor held 
me. I struggled and then I heard an- 
other shot fired close to nie; but I did 
not feel anything. I was powerless in 
their hands, 1 cried out "murder" at the 
top of my voice. They said something to 
each other; but |I could not catch what 
it was. VVhile l waa struggling I anw 
aomothing glisten. I knew what it was; 
it was a pistol ; it was in the shortest man's 
hand. He fired, and I think I rolled on 
my side. He was standing over me, and 
the pistol could not have been many inches 
from me; it was right over my stomach. 
After that shot I distinclly saw him make 
for the fence, and the other man, as well 
as I could tell, ran down the street to- 
wards the harbor. The tall man was 
about my build, with a black moustache. 
I do not remember over seeing him be- 
fore. I suppose he was middle-aged; as 
well as I could judge he had darkish 
clothes. I could not see tho face of the 
short man. I could not say whether they 
unbuttoned my clothes, but I think they 
unbuttoned my vest. I alwiiyi carry my 
papers in the inside pocket of my coat. 
They took from my pants pocket behind 
a chamois leather purse. Roughly speak- 
ing, there were from §1800 to §2000 in 
the purso. It was in gr-ld .^20 pieces and 
notes; I think abour, §200 gold and the 
rest Bank of Britislv Columbia notes. The 
greatest part of it was in my possession 
from April last. 1 brought it from tho 
old country. I got both the gold and^thts, 
notes in England. I have received oiia 
small draft and some poatDiiice orders' 



since I came to this country. I cashed 
a poatoffico order that very morning. I 
hiid^silvor st'ein- winding watch on me, 
with a half hunter case. I don't think I 
was wearing a scarf pill, because I had a 
tie with a knot. I had on a pair of gold 
sleeve links and a gold collar stud, plain 
gold. I never let anybody know what 
uioney .1 had. I came up past the drill 
shed and turned round Tiedeinan i's cor- 
ner, on my way from town. There «na 
not a word before the man fired. As soon 
as tho man had tired into my stomach he 
run away. That was the shot that wound- 
ed ino. I went to the skating rink about 
a quarter to nine last evening to meet a 
friend who had sent ma a wedding pre- 
sent, and he ^jalkod with mo as far as 
Fort and GoVornraent streets, 'i'hiu was 
Chaa. Brinind, who is in Jloiton's book- 
store. We v.v>!it into tho saloon at the 
corner of Fort and Government streets, 
and had u Scotch whiskey. Then we went 
to the Oriental and parted just outside 
the restaurant. We also went into the 
Grotto aaloon after coming from the rink 
earlier in the evening. The majority of 
the notes wore §•'50 notes. 

(Siyneil) JollN Hn,'K.S. 
Sworn before E. Johnson, I'. M. 

Mary Hicks, sworn — Was wife of do 
ceased; we were married on the 10th Oc- 
tober; we went to I'ortland and then to 
Salem; reniniiied at I'ottland two days 
and ill .S iluin one week; have seen a purso 
like the one, produced in the docoaaod's 
poaaeabion frequently; lio had money in 
It; do not know how much; ho had both 
gold and^ notes; ho never showed the 
money to me; ho never told nio how much 
there waa in it; never saw him with a pis- 
tol, den'? 'hink h" nniild h«vo had one 
without my kno^'ing it; have examined 
his pockets buforu and after we went to 
Portland; nevur thought of looking to see 
loivv- much mnnoy ho had; diflferencea 
ever arose between Us; ha was ooiijoious 
a tow miiiiiteH before Ilia death; do not 
think lie said anything to me about tho 
shooting; J know he hiiii cjuito a iiumbor 
of notes in hi* puive, fur I saw him pull 
out a Hjll of bills; thurowasalaogdld in the 
purse; never said anyLliing to ma to lead 
niu to suppose aomethiiig vvould happen, 
nor did ho seem nervous; ho only remark- 
ed "we have both not the blues because 
we are going away; he never gave any 
particular reason for wishing to j^o to ]']'ig- 
land; 1 knew lie was ill although he did 
not complain, 

'J'o IMr. Vates — While in Portland we 
were always tocethor; one morning in 
Salem he went out without ino; he always 
had money and supplied' tno with what 
sums I nueded ; he had a small pocket- 
book, but ! do not know what he kept in 
it. 

AFTEllNOON, 

Thos. Earle deposed in substance that 
deceased could not have had much ready 
money at his disposal as deceased had 
given hini the improssiuu it was uecaaaary 
for him (deceased) to work in order to 
support himself. 

J. Judaon Young deposed to having 
seen the deceased soon after the shooting, 
lying on the sofa with liia vest open; ex- 
amined the field where the pistol was 
found but saw no fopt marks. < 

Captain MolFatt was recalled to prove 
finding the slenve links of the deceased 
in the latter'a traveling valise. Having 
deposed to this elt'cct, ho said: "\our 
honor, can I make a Htateiiient f 

Coroner — Certainly , 

Witness — 1 noticed a memorandum 
made by deceased was produced in court 
Ill-day. It waa found somewhere near 
where the scufSe was supposed to have 
taken place. I placed it apart with other 
articles of the decoaand in tny house, and 
may say that it was taken without my 
knowledge or consent. 

Supc. Blo'iintiold — Yuu don't object to 
its being produced, do you? 

Witness.— No; but to the manner in 
which it waa obtained. It was left with 
me; not perhaps exactly in niy charge, 
but being in iny liouao the care of it de- 
volved upon me, and I now tind that it 
was, aa I may aay, feloniously abstracted 
from my house, 

Supt. Roy craft (warmly)— Your honor, 
I objeofc to that expreaaion, it is entirely 
unvTarranted, and — 

Coroner — Well, i\Ir. Roycraft, it is a 
mutter we are not dealing with now. 

Supt. Roycroft — No; but it is a slur 
upon me, and waa intended for me. 

Witness ^in a louder voice than the 
last, speaker) — I beg your pardon, sir 1 

Supt Roycraft — Yuu insinuated that 
the paper was taken surrep'itiously. 

Coroner — The witness says he does not 
know who took it, 

Supt. lloycraft-;-No; but his manner of 
allusionis offensive, andoalonlatad to leave 
an erroneous improssion on tho minds of 
the j iry on a point which 1 can explain in 
a moment. I asked Mrs. Hicks at tho 
house if she know of any inemoranduni 
that deceased had made. She said "yes," 
and run upstairs and fetched the paper 
produced, saying that I could take it, 
which I accordingly did. 

Coroner — That is a perfectly uatisfac- 
tory explanation. 

Witiieaa — Yes; that is perfectly satis- 
factory. 

At thi.H stage the coroner said: "I 
would likt) to hear sonio expression of 
opinion as to the queation of adjournment. 
It seems tg ma that the inatter is more 
myatorioua than ever. After hearing 
Mrs. Uicks' statement, and the evidence 
of tho other witneB.sea which is not very 
important 1 cniifess I am no nearer at ar- 
riving at a coneluaion than 1 waa before, 
and if an adjournment will aid tho arrival 
at a proper docition I have no objection to 
oiler to such a poatpoiieineiit. 

Mr. Yates thought the jury wero 
not in a position at preaunt to come 
to any other verdict than "the de- 
ceased came to a violent death but 
at whose handa they enuld not aay." If, 
however, the jury could wait until the 
deceased's relatives in England could bo 
comnuinicatod with inferniation would bo 
obtainod that would tend to settle tho 
question ono w.ay or the other — murder 
or suicide. A lottar was on its way to 
them asking with what money the deceas- 
ed loft England and u cablegram would 
arrive in about three weeks' time. 

It was finally decided to adjourn tho 
inquest until Doeeinbor 7th, to enable tho 
distance to ho inoasurod between the road 
and the spot wheru tho pistol was found, 
certain letters of tho deceased to bo pro- 
duced by Capt. Moffatt, and all posatble 
information to be furnished as to 'the 
ownership of the pistol aforoaaid,

The Port Townsend Argus says that a 
hard crowd has infested that town lately. 
Ono day last week William Ryan, John 
jSIurray, Joe Welch, Pat OunniingB and 
Tom Quigley entered the Saddle Rock 
restaurant, ordered supper and ate it ; be- 
fore finishing they called for a second 
round of coffee and ivhilo tho waiter vras 
gettitig it thiiy ran away. They were sub- 
sequently arrested and brought before 
Justice Kcrter, who iillowed them an 
hour and a half to each furnish bonds to 
keep the peace. Before thoir time was 
up they left town. .Subsequently the 
gardener's house near Port Townsend was 
robbed and tho gardener on duty disap- 
peared — whether he deserted witli the 
gang or was foully dealt with, is not 
known; but the same crowd is suuposed 
to have committed the robbery, .ludgo 
Kortor telegraphed to Ludlow and found 
that they had been there and had gone to 
Port Gamble, On Saturday John Farley, 
another of the gang, was caught by Mr. 
L. L. Gale in the act of carrying oil' a 
case of liquors. Ho was given tho full 
extent of the law for petit larceny by 
Judge Kortor — a fine of §100 and costs 
and 30 days additional, making 85 days at 
hard labor.
